Approximately 1800 persons 
received swine flu vac¬ 
cinations Monday in the 
University Center, according 
to Nurse Harriet West¬ 
moreland of the Student 
Health Center. 

Westmoreland further 
approximated that the 
numbers of students as 
compared to townpeople to 
receive the vaccination was 
just about even; thus, roughly 
900 students received the 
injection along with 900 
townpeople This student 
approximation, then, would 
mean less than 20 percent of

Housing damage deposit 
raised from $20 to $50

The normal $20 damage 
deposit for housing paid by 
students has been increased to 
a $50 prepayment, according 
to Colonel George Freeman, 
director of housing 

The change will go into 
effect for Fail Quarter of 1977. 
Freeman said this payment 
woultf be made similar to the 
old $20 deposit in that students 
will make the payment at the 
time they submit their housing 
applications. He stressed it 
would affect only on-campus 
housing. 

Freeman explained this 
change is being made for two 
major reasons. One is that 
students will now have more 
time to get in their ap¬ 
plications next year for the 
applications are being made 
available earlier this year. As 
a matter of fact, he stressed 
that housing applications for 
the 1977-78 year are now 
available in the Housing 
Office, the residence halls, or 
at the Information Desk in the 
University Center. 

A second advantage to this 
new system is that it will 
make more spaces in dor¬ 
mitories available at an 
earlier date for now students 
would have to get in their 
applications or their can¬ 
cellations on time because if 
they don't they would have to 
forfeit the $50 prepayment 
rather than the normal $20 
deposit. 

“The housing breakdown 
will be the same for next 
year," Freeman stated. "This 
proposal will be a little awk 


ward to get used to but after 
we really get into it, it will 
benefit all concerned. It will 
also simplify accounting 
procedures as well.” 

Freeman stressed that the 
priority deadline date for 
housing will be March 1, 1977. 
He said all persons who want 
the same room next year that 
they have this year should 
have their applications in by 
that date. All applications 
received following that date 
will be considered on a first 
come-first serve basis 

He added that the fee for 
each dormitory for next year 
will be increased by $5 per 
quarter. He added that this is 
a three per cent increase. 

For the student returning to 
housing next year Freeman 
explained that they should 
each come by the housing 
office where there damage 
deposit can be balanced. That 
way they will then pay the 
difference in the amount and 
the new $5« repayment. He 
said this normal payment 
would be $30 

Married students will not be 
subjected to this increase for 
their rent is handled in a 
different manner, according 
to Freeman. He explained that 
off-campus single un¬ 
dergraduates should follow 
the same procedures as the 
married students. 

"We do want to stress that 
the reason for this change is 
because we need to get the 
applications and the can¬ 
cellations much earlier for the 
sake of those who are looking 
for housing next year," he 


stated “Students will get back 
the $50 just as they would the 
$20, that is, if there are no 
reported damages to their 
rooms.” 

He concluded saying he felt 
this change was justified 
saying that UT-Knoxville now 
charges both a $25 damage fee 
and the $50 prepayment.

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Non-voting citizens can 
endanger Democracy 


Thto country hu recently witnessed a great 
experiment in democratic government 

The television debates between the leading 
candidates have been received with mixed 
feelings by the viewers and political analyst* 
but the debates were historic and important for 
the simple fact that they did take place, despite 
the obvious limitations placed on the can¬ 
didates by the news media and the sponsors of 
the debates The importance of these debates 
lies in the fact that for the first time in 16 years 
the two leading candidates for our highest 
office appeared together, with nothing to lean 
on but their own resources and a podium, 
before the entire nation and moat of the world 
Much waa said and much was left unmentioned 
by the candidates and their media inquisitors, 
but the candidates were there for all to see and 
hear, examine, and accept or reject. 

New ground was broken with the debates, 
marked by the appearance of an incumbent 
president in a debate for the first time in our 
nation’s history This In itself is sn indication of 
the strength inherent in our democratic 
traditions, for there are few places in the world 
where such an open unadorned, and un¬ 
precedented confrontation between rival 
political groups could take place in such an 
atmosphere of calm and peace 

But what good is our system if the great 
possibilities that U offers are ignored? When 
less than half of the Americans franebi-ed to 
vote are expected to exercise their right in this 
election? There is something dangerously 
wrong When many people do not care who 
occupies the White House. 

All of these non-voters are entitled to their 
opinions and certainly have the right not to 
exercise their rights However, many of these 


people have obviously not made a serious effort 
to study the candidates or the issues There are 
over one hundred candidates in this election. 
with a spectrum of views running from Com 
munism to Uberterianiam With a selection 
such as this there would seem to be something 
for everybody Admittedly, there are only a 
handful of viable candidates, but in Tennessee 
alone there are nine choices of presidential 
candidates on the ballot 
Those who are waiting tor the perfect can¬ 
didate to appear to lead our nation to glory and 
perfection will still be waiting when they die 
Politics is a matter of compromise and realistic 
choices, and there will never be a candidate 
who completely fulfils anyone's expectations of 
the man who should live in the White House 
Anyone who believes that national politics do 
not affect his life need only look at his money, 
clothes, or the building be might happen to be in 
at the time. All of these things, as are most 
other things in life, are regulated or touched in 
someway by the government And government 
and politics, as the system is now constructed 
can not be separated. The question should not 
be whether government affects our lives, but 
how much it should be allowed to do so. 

With the election only four days away, the 
time for decisions is now Anyone who feels that 
it makes no difference whether his or her vote 
is cast should consider that by not voting the 
basic right of voting is endangered, as is our 
democratic system Let there be no mistake, 
there are those in this nation who would limit 
everyone's access to the polling places and not 
voting only help6 these people by giving them 
another reason to use in their argument that 
the common people should not have the right to 
vote. 


Future concert support vital 


The Homecoming Concert was a disap¬ 
pointment to many people: especially SGA. 

SGA worked tremendously hard on the 
concert but the students stayed away in droves 
The reasons for the concert's lack of success 
are more complicated than they appear 
Obviously, SGA gambled on the drawing power 
of Cheech and Chong, aa headliners, but people 
had been clamoring for something different 
They got something different but still did not 
show up for the concert. Those who did go to the 
concert had mixed opinions about Cheech and 
Chong: apparently people either loved them or 
hated them, with nothing jn between_- 

Another factor in Ihy lack of attendance was 
the great many parties taking place all over 
Martin on the same night as the concert There 
was also a dance scheduled in the University 
Center that same night. This competition might 
have made no difference if the lead group 
booked for the concert had been more popular 
and less controversial. 

Based on other recent Homecoming concerts 
students do not really want a concert on the 
bight before the Homecoming football game 
This may be the real problem. Should SGA be 
bound to having a concert this particular night ? 
It would seem to be a better idea to give SGA 
more leeway in setting a date for the concert, 
thereby providing them with the opportunity to 


book the best group they can find and not just 
the best group that can be found for a static, 
fixed date. II would be better to have a good and 
profitable concert the next week, than to have 
one of lesser quality on the night traditionally 
designated for Homecoming concerts. After 
all. a concert that few people attend is hardly 
Homecoming for anyone. 

As has been proven in the past, SGA can 
engineer some excellent concerts, but no 
matter what they come up with the concerts 
will not be successful if the students do not 
attend. The financial loss suffered from the 
Homecoming Concert will put quite a strain on 
future concerts and we may see fewer concerts 
than we have come to expect. Of course, it 
would not be wise to support just any concert, 
regardless of the quality of performers, simply 
because SGA is sponsoring the event, but if 
students do not start attending concerts at 
UTM there may come a time when there are no 
concerts at UTM. It is much more convenient 
and enjoyable to walk over to the fieldhouse for 
an evening of good music, than it is to drive to 
Jackson or Memphis and fight the crowds, 
traffic and confusion. 

The Homecoming Concert was a loss and it 
should now be forgotten SGA can provide UTM 
with some excellent entertainment if given the 
necessary support from the students, and 
hopefully that support will be forthcoming.

The UTM Placement Office is not being 
utilized to its fullest potential by UTM students

would only take the effort to allow the 
Placement Office to help them In their search 
for employment 

The Placement Office is the natural avenue 
that potential employers use when they are 
seeking employees from UTM.

This 
satisified the need for class 
officers at that time.

lost energy! 


By abolishing class officers 
SGA is losing 16 involved 
people Many of us in 
Congress feel that we can not 
afford such a loss! We have 
come together and created 2 
tentative resolutions We feel 
these resolutions will recycle 
this lost energy into a better 
and more effective way. 

One resolution calls for the 
increase of Congress by 6 
members. There are 2 Fresh¬ 
man Congress persons 
already in Congress. With the 
abolishment of class officers, 
we feel the need for 2 Congress 
persons representing each of 
the upper classes be added to 
Congress This will give each 
class 2 Congress persons This 
cuts the loss to 10 and im¬ 
proves the potential from no 
class officers to class 
representation 

The other resolution takes 
all Congress alternates and 
involves them actively in 
SGA We feel that "Article 11” 
should be added back into the 


By-Laws with two changes 
Change all references of 
"class officers" to "Congress 
alternates" and add 2.4 to this 
article, which reads: Each 
Alternate shall serve on at 
least 2 University committees, 
to which the SGA President 
appoints them 
Last year the student body 
was poorly represented on 
Ihese committees, because of 
the apathy of the people ap¬ 
pointing students to these 
committees and the students 
appointed! There are 23 
university committees calling 
for 95 students There are 30 
members in Congress, each on 
al least 2 committees. This 
leaves 35 vacancies to fill. In 
reality there should be 30 
Congress alternates Using 
the alternates and the 6 ad¬ 
ditional Congress persons, we 
have put interested people to 
good work by representing 
you. the student Also the 16 
people loss has turned into a 
net gain of 26 and a total gain 
of 42 people!

Students play ‘doctor

The front yard area of 
Chancellor Larry T 
McGehee's home became the 
scene of one of the worst car 
accidents in UTM history 
Friday morning but it wasn't 
real 

It was a mock automobile 
accident held Friday morning 
at II 00 sponsored by the 3210 
Public Health class, taught by 
Cile Grasfeder, assistant 
professor of physical 

education The accident 

featured two real ambulances, 
a real crashed car, real 
people, but the blood was fake 
Grasfeder explained this 
event was held for the purpose 
of her health students being 
able to use their first aid 
knowledge in as realistic a set 
up as possible. The students 
had each been responsible for 
assembling their own first aid 
kits containing all necessary 
items for the treatment of 
wounds, fractures of bones, 
and other human ailments 
normally caused by a car 
accident. 

"In class we had a project 
which was to prepare first aid 
kits,” Grasfeder explained 
“This mock accident, dealt 
with the treatment of the 


had too many victim treaters 
and not enough victims, the 
students still performed well 
in the blood-heavy event 
"I think the kids got a lot nut 
of this,” she commented 'I 
would also like to thank Safety 
and Security for their 
cooperation along with Eddie 


Pierce who provided the 
wrecked car and the area 
ambulance service. 

She explained that Phillip 
Tate of the ambulance service 
had been very cooperative in 
the effort as was Director of 
Safety and Security Ted 
Council. 


She said around fifteen to 
twenty persons surrounded 
the scene perhaps thinking 
they were seeing a real car 
accident real blood, and real 
first aid treatment Though 
the treatment was quite real, 
it was for the patching of 
wounds which were losing 
simulated blood, specially 
brought to UTM from New 
York. 

A problem faced by 
Grasfeder and her group ol 
heroic students was that some 
of them expressed the 
problem of queezy stomachs 
before the event due to the 
realistic pecularities of the 
car wreck Her answer to 
them was simply, “if you're 
going to throw up don’t do it on 
the victims.” 

She had five victims in all 
portrayed by Jan Adams, who 
is a secretary in the P E 
department. Ann Alexander, 
Jerry Stroud and his wife, 
Martha, and Barbara Hut¬ 
cherson She had particular 
praise of Adams, saying she 
"looked really dead" 
throughout the entire course 
of events 

“The main thing that I was 
pleased with was that the 
students thought it was real 
good for actual learning ex¬ 
perience that they can't really 
get in the class room,” she 
concluded 

Chancellor McGehee's 
home has been the scene of 
previous car accidents as 
well, but none of them near as 
bloody. They, too, were mock 
accidents.

Planning documents asked 
of campus departments j

Each UTM Department has 
been requested this quarter to 
draw up a planning document 
for the department, according 
to Dr Jimmy Trentham, 
provost and vice chancellor 
for academic affairs 

The institutional goal of the 
University is to achieve ex¬ 
cellence in its role as 
primarily an undergraduate 
school and each department is 
being requested to draw up a 
planning document to aid in 
reaching this goal, Trentham 
said 

“The responsibility for 
implementing the institutional 
goal belongs to the depart 
ments and schools who must 
establish tbe specific goals 
lintermediate and short- 
range) which will make the 
mission of the institution a 
reality," Trentham stated in a 
position paper on depart¬ 
mental planning. “Con¬ 
sequently each department 
school is asked to develop 
during the 1976-77 school year 
a planning document to aid in 
the implimentation of the 
above mission statement of 
the institution " 

Trentham said lhat 
departments had never 
previously had to draw up 
written long range plans. 

“The aim of it is to help the 
department develop a greater 
sense of direction." Trentham 


"There probably are many 
acceptable plans for a given 
department, but the per¬ 
sonalities, training, ex¬ 
perience. and interests of the 
faculty members of the unit 
will make one of the plans 
most acceptable to them, 
therefore, we believe that the 
establishing of departmenlal- 
school goals should be left to 
the units with dialogue oc¬ 
curring between the depar 
mem schools and the central 
administration during the 
process." 


commented He aoded that 
moat of the departments had 
probably had plans in their 
heads previously but this is 
formalising the process a little 
more. 

"I think planning is lm 
portant to prevent drift," he 
staled “1 don't want il to be 
busy work. I hope this plan 
will be something every

Trentham said he though!

while to do. but that the 
departmental dialogue might 
be as important as the 
resulting plan 

He said that the following 
elements should be included in 
Ibe plan: a) goals of (he 
department-school (five years 
is a reasonable horixon to use 
for establishing these goals, 
but this time frame should not 
inhibit the creativity of the 
members of the department), 
b) strategies to achieve these 
goals, and c) a plan for 
assessing the quality of the 
graduates of the department- 
school in their major area 

Trentham emphasized that 
it would pe up to each in¬ 
dividual department as to 
what their specific plan was 

"Each department-school! 
can best decide the plan by 
which it will contribute 

maximally to the mission of 
this institution," he stated. 


Trentham said each 
department would also need to 
derive its own strategies to 
reach these goals and would 
also need to devise its urns 
plan of assessment » . 

Trentham said thal the 
plans will be reviewed an¬ 
nually and that goals thal 
don't appear to be working 
will be changed and new goals 
may be added

ability of someone to speak on 
campus. 

Anyone in the University 
community. including 
teachers, students, etc , may 
speak as long as it is done in

Football trainers ’ actions 
save local newsman’s life 
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For the first time in six years, The University of Tennessee 
at Martin will be represented by a football team with a 
winning record. The same year will also, more than likely, 
find the Tennessee Volunteers possessing a losing record 
With Tennessee possessing one of the best winning per¬ 
centages in the history of college football, is there anyone 
(except those who are yelling for Bill Battle's scalp) who can 
remember the last time this happened to the boys on “The 
Hill”? 

UTM’s turnaround is the result of many hours put into 
molding the Pacers into a winning unit. Head coach George 
MacIntyre and his staff deserve as much credit as the 
players. Many people don't realize that this team is still 
young with the great majority of the players returning next 
year. Yes, the football program at UTM is definitely on the 
upswing and will remain that way. The Pacers are well on 
their way toward greatness in the future years as was the 
case in 1967 when Coach Bob Carroll's team won the 
Tangerine Bowl to climax a 10-1 season. 

On the other hand, UTK's “decline" is a combination of 
several factors The primary reason for the Volunteers' less 
than spectacular season is the rapid improvement of teams 
that were once considered "patsies". UT is not getting 
worse! Howeyer, other teams are upgrading their football 
programs closer to the Vols’ level. The NCAA restrictions on 
recruiting, scholarships, and other activities are the primary 
causes for a better balance of power in college football today. 
The second reason for the Vote’ "demise” is based on a 
personal observation. It would appear that the players 
available to the UT coaching staff are not being utilized to 
their fullest capabilities. With a quarterback who can run or 
throw, two fast powerful running backs, and two of the best 
pass receivers in the nation, logically the Volunteers would 
be better off operating from an “I” offensive set-a la 
Southern California. However. Bill Battle is the coach and 
the people should support him! True, he may not be a '' Bear’ ’ 
Bryant, but how many Alabama fans openly called for his job 
when the Crimson Tide won only 11 games in 1969 and 1970 
put together? Coach Battle should be commended for his 
ability to stay at his job, putting a well prepared team on the 
field each week, in spite of the current circumstances. 
Coaches always receive the blame, but are they REALLY 
responsible when a player fails to execute a play that they 
were properly taught? One thing that the enemies of Coach 
Bill Battle should remember is that they are not true fans 
unless they support their team and its coach during hard 
times as they do when the team is winning-and the only thing 
any visitor to Knoxville hears is how great the Tennessee 
football fans are. What kind of impression are they leaving 
now?

Along with Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter, there are also 
roughly ISO other presidential 
and vice-presidential can 
didates, according to Dr 
Richard Chesteen. associate 
professor of political science 
Chesteen said he decided it 
would be beneficial just to find 
out the platforms for all those 
candidates rather than just 
the two main ones He also got 
these for the benefit of the 
UTM students. According to 
Chesteen, he has written to all 
of these candidates and has 
heard from roughly thirty of 
them He presently had a 
display of some of the 
literature of the candidates 
who are on the Tennessee 
ballot This display is in the 
display case on the ground 
floor of the library 

' For the first time federal 
elections are being governed 
by federal election com¬ 
mission and are being paid for 
by the public funding." 
Chesteen explained. "As a 
result of the filing 
requirements of the federal 
election commission various 
presidential candidates are 
being required to file certain 
reporting forms. As a con¬ 
sequence of this, it is now 
possible to have a fairly 
complete account of all the 
individuals running tor the 
Presidency either as in¬ 
dependents or as party can¬ 
didates. 

"This year over 150 can¬ 
didates for the presidency 
vice-presidency have filed 
with the federal election 
commission." he continued 
"The philosophies of the 
parties and candidates range 
over a wide spectrum. Some 
are running on a very 
religious platform Some are 
running as proponents of a 
particular social political 
issue, and some really seem to 
he running just for the sake of 
running ” 

He listed some of the parties 
in the election as being along 
with the Democrats and 
Republicans. the Com¬ 
mandments party, the 
American-Independent. the 
Holy Spirit, the Labor, the 
Socialist Workers, the 
Libertarian, and the Com-
